He had the 
mount on W’tKxltrice in the closing mile and 
one-sixteenth race and at the head of the 
stretch, seeing that Hlue Lick apparently had 
him beaten, he resorted to unfair tactics by 
pulling over close to Blue Lick and hitting him 
a terrific bump which knocketl the latter off 
his stride and ruined whatever chance he had 
of winning. In the meantime, how’ever. Miller 
on Bright Night, crept up on the inside next to 
the rail and before Narvaez knew what had 
happened stole the race. After weighing in 
Caywooii lodge<i a claim of foul against Nar- 
vaez and Woodtrice but it was nt>t allowed. 
Third judge Chiviugton said after the race that 
there was some bumping at the head of the 
stretch, but claimed that it cut no figure in the 
result. 

Frank Doss, who has been extremely active 
around different race tracks throughout the 
country in running up horses in selling races, 
stirred up a hornet’s nest after he raised John 
Brenock’s filly Emma R., winner of the third 
event, from $500 to $1,000. Mr. Brenock seldom 
bothers any one in selling races and likes to be 
left unmolested himself. Consequently, after 
the mn-up Mr. Corrigan's ex partner had blood 
in his eye. and declared himself in a very loud 
manner. It seems that his gelding Vincennes 
was claimed by H. Robinson after the last race 
Saturday. Tliis riled the old gentleman to a 
certain extent, but when Doss’ .$500 raise on 
Emma R, came along Mr. Brenock became ex- 
cited and declared that if he was bothered any 
more in selling races he would use his influence 
and interfere all he could with the running of j 
the Chicago tracks during the summer. Of 
course, this was all idle talk, but it is possible 
that from now on Mr. Brennan will not be both- 
er«}d by the selling race sharks. 

Out of the second race, which was at a mile, 
came a spectacular finish, which greatly en- 
thused the crowd. Jim McCleevy was an even 
money chance, but at the head of the stretch it 
was lOU to 1 against his chances. .(Vlong about 
the eighth i>ost, however, McCleevy took a no- 
tion to run, and in the last one hundred yards 
or so he came like a flash, and in the very last 
stride got up in time to win by a nose from 
Major Mansir, he Ijeing the same distance in 
front of Rosavaunah and Elsie Venner. Major 
Mansir under a poor ride, ran the best race and 
should have won. 

Garry Hermann certainly holds all the tw’o- 
year-olds that have so far shown up at the 
track safe, and at the liberal price of 1 to 2 he 
cantered home with the long end of the purse 
in the fifth event. 

It took Orimar’s be.st effort to beat Walken- 
shaw by a head in the fourth race. The latter 
is in excellent form now and was ridden to per- 
fection by R. Narvaez. 

The usual daily surprise came in the first 
race, Janowood, at the false price of 20 to 1, 
winning in a drive from Teuny Belle. 

ST. LOUIS* NEW TRACK. 

A letter from St. Louis to u New York news- 
paper contains the following concerning the 
new track, alleged to be ene of the certainties 
of the near future :

“There seems to be no doubt that the parties 
behind the new racing association that is being 
organized here are in dead earnest. The new 
racecourse is being laid out on the Maxw'ell 
Farms property, of as easy access for city race- 
goers as is the Fair Grounds, and w’ork is pro- 
gressing rapidly with a view to having the 
grounds reatiy this fall. 

“August A. Busch is mentioned as the presi- 
dent of the new’ racing enterprise, while Josdph 
Maxwell, of the firm of Crouch & Maxwell ; Col. 
William L. Cassidy and other stock yards men 
will also be at the helm of management. 

“A first class property as to buildings and all 
appcuntments will be established, and spring, 
summer and fall meetings held in alternation 
w’ith those at the Fair Grounds— probably two 
weeks turn about at each track— as in Cali- 
fornia. 

“W'hen this is accomplished St. Louis will 
take even a higher rank in the turf world than 
now. Large purses and stakes will be given 
and better horses will b<‘ attracted here than of 
late years. 

“Four or five years ago the class of horses rac- 
ing at St. Louis was much better than now*. 
Particularly in 1895, w hen public patronage w’as 
so heavy that the Fair Grounds cleared $77,000 
profit on the racing season, over and above all 
stake, purse and oi>erating expenses. 

“This showung, about the best ever recorded 
in the history of the Fair As.sociation, is an 
earnest of what can be done in St. Louis when 
the public is properly catered to, lK)th in the 
quality of attractions offered aud in the mau- 
agement. 

“The Mound City is nothing if not a commu- 
nity of sport lovers, and the high w’ave of at- 
tendance show’n at the first Pittsburg-St. Louis 
ball game last month can be maintained in j 
racing matters as well. The new Maxwell 
Farms race track will have unlimited capital be- 
hind it and will become a member of the Turf 
Congress and be strictly a first class organiza- 
tion in every respect.”

They have set their agents at 
work to ascertain the modus operandi of a num- 
ber of well dressed, suave, plausible young men 
who are perniciously active in the grandstand, 
betting ring and on the lawn in their efforts to 
make gullible race goers put their money down 
on alleged “good things.” Several of this gen- 
try have discovered a fruitful field for their 
labor in the cheaper iiiclosure, and have been 
doing a land office business among the enthusi- 
asts who take a day off to witness racing in the 
fifty-cent field at Morris Park. 

A betting incident out of the common line, so 
far as New York tracks are concerned, marked 
the International Steeplechase at Morris Park 
last Saturday. It is thus described in the New 
York Herald: "In connection with this race 
there was an oversight which will cause bettors 
quite a pang. Just before the race was run Mr. 
Colt purchased Mr. Stoffel. The ring knew 
nothing of the purchase, however, and laid 
prices separately against Van Ship and Mr. 
Stoffel. There is no rule compelling the coup- 
ling of horses from one stable, but there is an 
agreement between the members of the Metro- 
politan Turf Association to do this when horses 
run in one interest.
